QUIET BUSINESS 


FROM OUR COMMERCIAL CORRESPONDENT. 

Business in most departments of the pro- 
vision trade in this centre during the past 
week has been on quiet consumptive lines, 
and with one or two exceptions prices remain 
frm. The Danish official’ quotation for butter 
has been wired ten kroner higher, and ‘* top 
now stands at 218 kroner per 100 kilos; at 
the corresponding period of last year the 
figure was 202 kroner, and in 1952, 194 
kroner. . The market again closed firm for 
all deseziptions, with lrish creameries and 
Colonieis dearer, in sympathy with Con- 
tinenta/ makes. The high prices now ruling 
for Continental butters 1s causing buyers to 
turn their attention to Irish creameries, Aus- 
tralian and New Zealand, the quality of 
which compares very favourably with other 
varieties, and prices are also very 1 
It is stated im a good deal of speculative 
buying is ih evidence, especially for New 
Zealand and Australian. Production of 
Danish butter is stated to have declined gix 
to eight per cent., and while the output in 
New Zealand is below that of last year, that 
of Australia shows an increase. Production 
in the Argentine is also increasing, and the 
total shipments during the month of Sep- 
tember were much in excess of the corre- 
sponding period of last year. 

REDUCED BACON PRICES. 

The bacon market closed steady at lower 
prices. At the weekly meeting of the Man- 
chester Bacon Committee it was decided to 
reduce the price of English 3s. to 4s., Danish 
2s. tor 4s.,. Swedish 2s., Dutch 1s, to 2s., 
and Polish 2s. to 3s. per cwt. Spot prices 
for Irish declined 3s. per cwt. in sympathy, 
lt is stated that the negotiations with the 
Brit'sh registered producers of bacon have 
now been concluded, and an important item 
is the condition stipnlated in the new con- 
tract that, in order to regularise deliveries, 
producers must undertake to deliver not less 
than twenty-five. per cent. of their yearly 
quantity daring the months January. to April 
inclusive, and not above 45 per cent. during 
the. four months September to .December. 

The egg market closed quietly steady, the 
high prices ruling for both Irish and English 
checking demand to a certain extent. Ar- 
rivals of Irish eggs are becoming somewhat 
irregular, but increasing consignments of 
Colonial are available, Canadian especially 
being very much to the fore. 

LIVE STOCK, 

A better feeling was reported at the Man- 
chester Cattle Market. on Tuesday last, all 
classes of live stock, including Irish, being 
penned in smaller numbers. Fat cattle were 
in rather better demand, and prices showed 
a hardening tendency. Lambs were also held 
for full rates. Fair, though not large, sup- 
plies were available at the Manchester Pig 
-Market. Demand was mainly for lean cutters, 
which cleared steadily at firm figures, but 
haconers and sows only met with a slow 
demand. A welcome improvement was re- 
ported in trade at the Manchester Meat 
Market, and although there have been no 
very marked fluctuations in prices of either 
home-killed or imported descriptions, there 
was a steady feeling at the close. 

A fair demand was reported for dead 
poultry, owing to more favourable weather 
conditions, and prices occasionally showed a 
hardening tendency. Pheasants firm on re- 
stricted supplies, best birds making about 
9s. 6d. per brace (wholesale), but grouse and 
partridge showed little change. :

A Carlingford Legend 


The sudden appearance of the old town 
of Carlingford in the nams, in connection 
with the recent Hospitals’ Sweep, has 
reminded a reader of the strange tenure 
by which it holds its place on the shores 
of Carlingford Lough—according, that is, 
to the legend of the King’s daughter. 
Long, long ago, it is said, the little town 
was situated much further out, on the 
banks of a whirlpool that still exists. One 
evening, when seated on the rampangs of 
his castle, the King threw a golden goblet 
into the pool and called for a man brave 
enough to recover it. A youth who loved 
the Princess Dergoil, ‘‘of the sweet 
brown eyes,” dived in, and, after a 
frightful struggle, brought back the goblet 
to its owner, who immediately threw it 
into the pool again and promised his 
daughter’s hand to the successful diver. 
Again the exhausted swimmer dived, but 
this time he did not come back; instead 
he beckoned from the depths to the weep- 
ing princess, who followed him unhesi- 
tatingly. At the same instant the sea 
overwhelmed castle and town, and none 
of the inhabitants were seen again. In 
its riew position on the shore Carlingford 
looks solid and safe enough, but that 
safety depends, the legend says, on the 
tenure of “ beauty and of sweet brown 


> 


eyes.” If these fail, the town will be 


overwhelmed by the sea once again. 


Ghe Spectre of the Brocken 


Carlingford has another claim to un- 
usualness, apart altogether from its many 
historical associations. From the summit 


of Slieve Foye, a mountain that quite 
literally rises from the streets of the town 


and makes an imposing background, there 


has been seen from time to time the 
phenomenon that is connected in the minds 
of many people with the highest of the 
Harz Mountains ; it is called the spectre of 
the Brocken, even when seen from Slieve 
Fove. In the year 1912 an English visitor 
to Carlingford wrote in a letter to a London 
newspaper: “ Last Wednesday, September 
18, from the summit of Slieve Foye—height 
about 2,000 feet—a friend and I watched 
clouds drift by. Two figures suddenly 
appeared on a white cloud higher than 
ourselves, about a hundred and fifty yards 
away. The figures were huge, and were 
framed in a most beautiful rainbow. The 
time was 5.15 p.m. We were standing 
between the sun and the clouds.”’

Decent Motoring 


REGARD these pedestrian parts as the 
| most important of the regulations, but 

there are references to the motorist. him- 
self in his relations with other motorists. 

“Driving on the crown in the road is 
really the most fruitful cause of accident, 
irritation and danger.” It certainly is! 
Under the proposed regulations fast-moving 
traffic—that is, traffic permitted to travel at 
more than 25 miles per hour—must keep on 
a line of route which leaves the left side of 
the vehicle not further than six feet from 
the edge of the left footpath, except when 
passing a succession of slow-moving or halted 
vehicles. 

All road traffic must keep three feet. from 
the edge of the footpath. That is the suicide 
limit. The pedestrian who in his hurry steps 
for a moment on to the roadway will able 
to do so without being knocked down by a 
bieyele or flattened by a bus. 

Of course, when pedestrians are keeping to 
their leit they naturally will not step off the 
pavement when traffic is coming towards 
their direction. 

There must be. no more of tHat nonsense 
of racing other motorisis who attempt to pass. 
It is a criminal practice and many young 
drivers are too fond of it. ‘‘ Overtaken 
vehicles must not increase their speed until 
completely passed by the overtaking vehicle.”

. America’s New Deal 


To-morrow the United States will record 
her verdict on President Roosevelt's twenty 
months of office. Voters will be asked to 
return a third of the Senate, State officials 
and a new House of Representatives. The 
American system of election, which means 
that a President must work for half his 
period of offive with one House of 
Representatives, and for the second half 
with a House that may be radically 
different in character, has many draw- 
backs ; but it possesses the technical advan. 
tage that the President may ascertain 
therefrom how his programme is pleasing 
the people. There are many prophecies 
concerning the result of the elections, but. 


One authority believes that the Republicans 
will gain a substantial number of seats 
from the Democrats; another view is that 
President Roosevelt, for all the bad luck 
which has attended some of his experi 
ments with the national economy, will 
obtain a stronger hold upon the House of 
Representatives than ever. Where authori- 
ties disagree, the layman has no right to 


reason to think that the Democrats will 
lose a substantial number of seats— 
although not a sufficiently large number 
to disturb their dominance.. The trouble is, 
apparently, that none of the voters will 
know precisely where his choice lies. To- 
morrow’s elections do not offer a clear-cut 
issue—for example, between the ‘ New 
Deal” and a reversion to more orthodox 
tactics. The line between parties and 
policies, always vague in the United 
States, is now particularly vague, and 
most of the candidates are appealing to 
the people with promises of bigger and 
bigger bounties. : ' 

It is easy to lose oneself in the mazes 
of American politics. Only the President 
and his colleagues, in all probability, could 
state with precision whether the result of 
his period of office has been, or has not 
been, a good thing for the country. The 
figares of unemployment would be a useful 
guide, if’ such a “thing as trustworthy 
figures existed in the United States. 
whenever Washington 
announces that unemployment stands now 
af, a level of six millions, the American 
Federation of Labour or some similar body 
msists that it has risen to thirteen 
millions—that, in a word, there is more 
unemployment in America to-day than 
there was before the New Deal came into 
effect. The situation is somewhat reminis 
cent of our own experiences in the Free 
State, where the published returns of un- 
employment and destitution tell a tale 
which is contradicted flatly by the glowing 
reports of the Minister for Industry and 
Commerce. It is probable that the truth 
about President Roosevelt’s achievement 
lies half-way between the claims of the 
White House and the charges of its 
opponents. The New Deal may not have 
reduced unemployment to any great extent 
—perhaps, indeed, it has not reduced 
unemployment at all—but there is every 
reason to suppose that, if the New Deal, 
with all the surge of enthusiasm and 
patriotism which accompanied it, had not 
been tried, the figures of unemployment 
would have reached considerably greater 
heights. It is only fair, moreover, to 
recall that the New Deal has operated in 
different ways upon the different sections 
of industry. It has brought prosperity to 
numerous branches of manufacture and 
trade, while agriculture, for example, has 
gained little. The farmers are the most 
vociferous element in American life, and 
their complaints have done much to dis- 
credit the President. 

It is a pity that President Roosevelt 
has failed to keep alive the flame of 
enthusiasm which he kindled among the 
people twenty months ago; but he hardly 
could have expected so much. The trouble 
is that, under the influence of that 
immense popular support, he did many 
things which he must wish now had been 
left undone; the flame is cooled, and the 
Treasury is left to foot a colossal bill for 
ho apparent purpose. President Roosevelt 
has rendered great services to his country ; 
he has saved it, we believe, from almost 
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The Churches’ Victory . 

As we predicted from the outset, the 
Protestant Churches in Germany have 
given. Herr Hitler his first serious rebuff. 
The courageous stand that was made by 
the independen: pastors ..as had its effect, 
and Herr Hitler, making a virtue out of 
necessity, has shown a certain amount of 
statesmanship by his decision to ret:re— 
for <.1e moment—gracefully from the con- 
flict. Dr. Jaeger, the notorious lay 
adjutant of Reichbishop Mueller, has 
been forced to withdraw from all his public 
offices. Dr. Mueller himself has lost much 
prestige, althoug’. Herr Hitler attended a 
christening ceremony at which he presided 
last week in order to break his fall ; and it

In fact, the 
Bavarian clerrvy took over their churches 
again on All Souls’ Day, and the 
administration that was organised by Dr. 
Jaeger has disappeared. In Wirtem- 
berg, also, the Regional Bishop, Dr. 
Wurm, who had shared Dr. Meiser’s ex- 
perience at Dr. Jaeger’s hands, has 
returned to his former position. His 
Church Council also is at work again. 
These two South German bishops, there- 
fore, have won a complete victory over the 
Reichbishop, who sought to force them 
to subordinate their ecclesiastical prin- 
ciples to the ide: of the * totalitarian 
State.’’ They were supported loyally by 
the great majority of South German 
Protestants; and the effect of their 
example on North Germany—where 
Protestantism is paramount—will be 
awaited with much interest. Of course, 
it is too soon yet to speak cf the Govern- 
ment’s final defeat. Reichbishop Mueller 
is a resourceful man, and he has many 
followers among the rank and file of the 
Nazi movement. For that reason, he may 
not abandon his position without a 
further struggle; but his reverse in South 
Germany is bound to have serious re- 
actions throughout the Reich. Observers 
of the German situation are waiting now 
to see how Herr Hitler will emerge from 
his passage at arms with the Vatican. In 
view of the forthcoming plebiscite the 
Saar basin, which is populated almost 
exclusively by Roman Catholics, the Nazis 
hardly will be likely to invite trouble 
with Rome. Indeed, it is reported that 
Herr Hitler intends, if possible, to make 
his peace with the Holy See before the 
plebiscite takes place. Be that as it may, 
the Roman Catholics have issued an 
official criticism of Dr. Rosenberg’s 
provocative “Myth of the Twentieth 
Century,” and the Roman Catholics in 
South Germany have been giving their 
moral support to the Protestant pastors 
in their struggle against Reichbishop 
Mueller. If Herr Hitler is really a wise 
man, he will decide now to leave the 
Churches alone; but wisdom rarely is a 
characteristic of dictators. 


Refugees 


The lot of the exile is a hard one. How- 
ever pleasant are the new conditions under 
which he is compelled to live, memories of 
his old home never leave him. To be 
expelled from one’s country is tragic in 
itself, but to be left destitute as well is an 
experience from which few recover. At a 
meeting of the High Commission for 
Refugees held in London recently some 
idea was given of the plight of the Jews 
expelled from Germany. Of the 60,000 
refugees under the care of the Commission 
the comparatively small number of 27,000 
had been installed in new homes, although 
every effort had been made to accommodate 
the whole. The finding of homes, however, 
was only a step towards ensuring the 
future security of these unhappy people, 
since, without . permanent employment, 
their position still was desperate. There 
are many men among the refugees whose 
training would allow them, in normal 
circumstances, to enjoy a considerable 
income, and they, perhaps, are most to 
be pitied. Scholars who have given their 
lives to the service of a university now 
find themselves no better off than the seller 
of matches in the street. Their experience 
of life has led them to expect a peaceful 
and ordered existence, and the specialised 
nature of their work makes their hopes of 
immediate employment remote. The Com. 
mission has done particularly good work 
in this direction; for more than four 
hundred men of the academic classes have 
been found new positions. There are 
many European cities which always have 
attracted the refugee in the past, and, 
perhaps, Paris has been kinder than most 
to the man without a country, In this 
city, however, and in Prague, pre-ont con- 
ditions are so unfortunate that the exiie,

building one of its duties. The last 
century, caring little for the amenities, has 
left almost every country in Europe with a 
legacy of ugliness. It used to be thought 
that pleasant surroundings and good 
buildings did not matter very much ; but 
that time is passing. The nations are 
beginning to realise—and some of them are 
realising almost too late—that they should 
not allow the land to be spoilt by reckless 
building. Unfortunately, in most cases 
the damage has been done already; but 
Ireland still is comparatively unspoiled, 
and, if we wish, we can profit by the 
mistakes which other countries have made. 
The State’s control over building and 
town-planning should be much more strict 
than it is at present, and, now that our 
population seems likely to grow, the time 
is ripe for the whole matter to be given 
serious attention. As the other nations 
have found, it is easier to prevent an 
eyesore than to remove it once it is 
established.

The Prayer Book 


When the National Assembly meets in 
London next month it will have several 
interesting -matters to consider. The 
Prayer Book controversy may be revived 
in an acute form. A motion has been 
tabied calling on the House of Bishops to 
issue a statement defining when and under 
what conditions the Prayer Look of 1928 
rightly may be deemed entitled to claim 
Episcopal sanction. Another motion will 
deal with painful scandals in the Church, 
and proposes that Executive officials shall 
be appointed to carry out effectively, and 
without delay, the legal decisions of the 
Chancellors concerning the permanent 
removal of all structures, ornaments 
and ceremonial accessories alien to 
the doctrines and services of the 
Church of England. Another pro- 
posal will declare that ‘+ is not con- 
sistent with the profession of Britain’s 
Christian faith to have any intercourse 
with the Government of Soviet Russia. 


Italy's New Battleships 


The laying down of the two new Italian 
battleships, Vittorio Vencto and wittorio, 
will not be without effect upon the naval! 
discussions now taking place in London. 
The last Italian battleships were laid 
down in 1912, but under the Washington 
Treaty power was given to lay down one 
in .927 and one in 1929. The power was 
not exercised in those years, but may be 
exercised in any subsequent year. and 
there is no dispute concerninz Italy's 
right to the two vessels, upon which work 
has just been started. They will be <p to 
the .1aximum permissible tonnage o! 
35,000, while the armament will consist of 
16-inch guns. Similar power was given 
to France, and was exercised in 1930 b: 
the laying down of the Dunkerque, but 
this vessel wa: below the maximum sise 
and power. Its tonnage is 26,500, anc 
the armamen. of 13-inch guns. 


Armistice Day 


A call has been made during the week 
end for sellers of poppies for Earl Haig’s 
Appesl Fund next Saturday. There is a 
marked shortage of sellers in the City o! 
Lendon and the West End this year. 
Saturday is an inconvenient cay for those 
places, since many offices are closed 
for ti.> half day, but it is honed that the 
shortage will be made up before the end 
of the week. In the provincial centres 
and the London suburban districts Satur 
day is a good day, and excellent results 
are . ticipated, as volunteers have come 
forward in satisfactory numbers. Most 
of the poppies have heen distributed to 
the four thousand honorary committees.

stations in every area, where sellers may 
replenish their stocks during the dav of 
sale. The sellers so far exceed 300.000.

PARIS, Sunday. 


This morning M. Doumergue received 
M. Malvy, the President of the Chamber 
f Deputies Finance Committee, and in- 
formed him of the Government’s pro- 
pramme, i 

He proposed that a bill for credits on 
account should be tabled on Tuesday, thus 
enabling a debate to take place on Wed- 
nesday, which will be made a matter of 
confidence, and will imply the Chamber's 
ipproval or disapproval of the constitu- 
tional measures, 

The President of the Chamber will read 

funeral orations of King Alexander 
and M. Barthon on Tuesday, and the 
Chamber will then adjourn as a sign of 
mourning. Normally it would not re- 
assemble until two days later, but M. 
Doumergue, desiring that an end should 
be made to the period of uncertainty now 
overhanging the country, has decided for 
Wednesday. 

Parliamentary opinion is, on the whole, 
pessimistic over the Prime Munister’s 
winning through with the tactics he has 
chosen—forcing the issue on constitu- 
tional reform, demanding credits on ac- 
count before dissolving the Chamber, and 
postponing the Budget discussion. 

The situation, therefore, seems confused 
and uneertain. If M. Doumergue were 
forced to resign it might become dan- 
gerous, and lead to a renewal of street 
disorders, but for the moment all fore- 
casts are premature. 


PARIS PRESS COMMENT 


Although there is a general feeling of 
satisfaction in France that the party 
truce, which seemed to be in jeopardy, 
has been maintamed, the Press; neverthe- 
less, does not conceal that the difficr lties 
exist none the less for being adjourned, 

The Matin writes:—‘‘ M. Doumergue. 
by his tenacity, carried the day, and, if 
he triumphs similarly in the encounter 
with Parliament, he will probably be 
master of the situation. For the success 
of his plans his courage, tenacity and im- 
perturbability give him most of the trump 
cards.”’

Another passage which is much com- 
mented on was:—‘‘ Governments without 
anthority are harbingers of inexorable and 
catastrophic dictatorships.”’ 

The non-party Press to-night is solidly 
for the Premier. ‘“‘ Let us stand by the 
old chief,” says a streamer headline 1m 
the Intransigeant. 

“ For our salvation we must keep the 
disinterested old chief whom the political 
parties would like to devour, as they 
have devoured others. Let the old work- 
man complete his task.’’ 

The Paris Soir asks: ‘‘ Has an appeal 
so fine. so moving in its grave simplicity 
as M. Doumergne’s evocation of Armistice 
Day ever been heard? M. Doumergue 
could hav» referred to the peril outside 
the frontiers. He said not a word. M. 


Doumergue does not seek such facile 
effects. 
‘‘Botween the politicians and M. 


Dounmergue the nation will judge.”’ 

As regards the vote for. credits, which 
will be the prelude to the cecisive vote, 
the Socialists, led-by M. Leon Blum, are 
solidly against the Government.

\n attempt was made by youths to 
snatch medals from the breasts of ex- 
Service men after a Church parade in 
Dublin yesterday.

C.B.E.: Mr. A. P. Connolly, Captain 
Ruddock, M.C.; Captain Humphries, 
Major J. J. Tynan, D.S.O., and Major

At the head of the main body of the parade 
were the former members of the Royal 
Dublin Fusiliers, while the rearguard was 
formed by old Connaught Rangers. 

When it arrived at the Pro-Cathedral,

More than three thousand Itzlian 
children have gone to bed disappointed to- 
night, following to-day’s celebrations cf 
the Italian Armistice anniversary. 

They were selected members of the 
Fascist Balilla Organisation, boys 
between the ages of 8 and 14 years, who 
were each to have received a service rifle 
inscribed with the name of an Italian 
soldier who felt in the Great War. 

Owing to the heavy rain which fell this 
morning it was not considered advisable 
for the young Fascist “ warriors”’ to stay 
out long in the wet and receive their 
rifles. ; 

From nine o'clock this evening until 
midnight members of the various youth 
organisations and of the Italian Army are 
taking it in turn to mount guard at the 
tomb ot the Unknown Warrior in Rome 
and before the war memorials of towns 
thioughout the country. 

It is expected that the ceremony of 
giving the rifles to the Balillas will be 
held some time in the near future, as it 
is Signor Mussolini’s policy to encourage 
the youth organisations of Italy. 


“WOLF CUBS” 

A sign of this is the new organisation 
which the Duce has formed in Rome, in- 
cluding children between the ages of six 
and eight and called the ‘‘ Wolf Cubs,’ 
after the Rome wolf which suckled 
Romulus and Remus.

ANIFL MacALLEN, aged 55, a 
farmer, with fifteen acres of land, 
residing at Gortaveha, in the Feakle dis- 
trict of County Clare, was shot in his own 
home last night by two masked men, who 
fired at point-blank range. 

MacAlien, with his brother Michael, 
aged 73, his wife, and little son, aged 7, 
were sitting around a turf five in the 
small kitchen of his cottage when the 
outrage occurred 

As there was no timepiece of any de- 
scription in the house, none of the 
occupants can say What was the evact 
time. 

Without any warning the front door was 
burst open, and two masked men rushed 
into the kitchen. One had a single-barrel 
shot gun and the other a revolver. 

They covered the occupants, and shouted 
“ Hands up?’ 


THREE SHOTS FIRED 


Michael MacAllen did not comply with 
the order. He quickly half-turned on his 
chair with the intention of grappling with 
the man who held the gun. Immediately 
a gun shot was fired, followed by two 
shots from the revolver, after which the 
men hurriedly disappeared 

Daniel MacAllen was within two or 
three feet of the gun when it was fired. 
The charge struck him on the left wrist 
and the lower portion of the abdomen, 
where it inflicted a gaping wound. He 
staggered across the kitchen and entered a 
bedroom, where he was subsequently 
attended by Doctor Donough, of 
Feakle, and the Rev. Fr. Dooley, P.P., of 


Flagmount. Later he was removed by 
ambulance to the. Seariff District 
Hospital, where he lies in a critical 


condition 
BROTHER’S STATEMENT 


Interviewed in his home at Gortaveha, 
Michael MacAllen said: “ After the shout 
of ‘Hands up!’ one man fired the gun. 
shot at my brother, and the man with 
the revolver let go another shot at him. 
I believe that my brother.was hit by both 
shots. 

“ When Daniel first saw the men he 
knew what they had come for. The man 
with the revolver aimed the second shot 
at myself, and the bullet just passed over 
my head and struck the wall of the 
kitchen. 

“The shooting is all over land trouble ; 
there is no politics in it.”’ 

Michael MacAllen also said that just 
before the men burst the door Daniel had 
been playing with his little son, who had 
been jumping up and down from his 
father's knees. ‘The boy got tired and 
went to sit on “ the hob ” a few seconds 
before the outrage occurred. 


POLICE INQUIRIES 


Chief Superintendent Gilroy, of Ennis, 
remained at Gortaveha all day to-day 
directing the operations of a large force 
of Guards, who combed the entire area in 
a search for firearms. 

Two men have been detained in con- 
nection with the outrage. 

Notwithstanding the ordeal that Mrs. 
MacAllen went through as witness of the 
shooting of her husband, she accompanied 
him in the ambulance to Scariff Hospital, 
where an operation on the injured man 
may be necessary.

YOUNG MAN WOUNDED 
BY BULLET

Michae! Doran, aged 31, of Rock Villas, 
Blarney street, Cork, was shot in the chest 
at Oliver Plunkett street, Cork, shortly 
after midnight on Saturday night.

ITH only a few hours left before the 
“New Deal’’ faces the test of the 
polls, both parties are prophesying smash- 
ing victories. It is on Tuesday that the

(2) Senators to replace the third of 
the Senate’s membership that is 
retiring ; 
(3) State Governors and

Observers generally concede that this,

In romantic interest the “epic” cam 
paign ef the novelist, Mr. Upton Sinclair, 
who is out for the Governorship of 
California, has overshadowed that of other 
States. 

With Radicalism—which

for the Governorship, and the betting is 
50 to 1 in favour of Governor Merriam, 
his Republican opponent.

“END POVERTY ” 


Mr. Sinclair, who nominally holds the 
Democratic ticket, has entitled his election 
programme ** E.P.1.C.,’’ which stands for 
the “ End Poverty in California ” plan. 

The plan includes the constitution of 
farms and factories for the unemployed, 
the farms to be grouped round the factories 
and to exchange produce with them. Mr. 
Sinclair’s plan has received the unstinted 
approval of the unemployed, but it has 
brought down on his head the wrath of 
the big industrialists, and the fight is 
being fought with gloves off, 

The improbability of any serious Repub- 
lican gains in either the House of Repre- 
sentatives or the Senate is due to the fact 
that few Republicans are willing to make 
an outright fight against the “ New Deal ”' 
m view of President Koosevelt’s personal 
popularity. 

The relief expenditures by the Govern- 
ment are expected to prove a deciding 
factor in favour of the ‘‘ New Deal.” Some 
Democratic leaders are reported to be 
warning needy voters that their continu- 
ance on the relief rolls depends on sup- 
port for the Democratic candidates. 

The Administration, however, insists 
that relief disbursements are made with- 
out regard to politics, but the Repub- 
licans, nevertheless, contend that it is 
hopeless to try to recapture Congress in 
face of what they term the “ biggest cam- 
paign chest in all history.”

M. Doumergue's reforms are resisted by 
all the parties of the Left, including most 
of the Socialist-Radicals, who hold five 
seats in the Cabinet, adds The Times. The 
length to which the Socialist-Radicals will 
carry their opposition in the Chamber and 
the Senate—in which they have more than 
half the seats—is the unknown factor on 
which the future of M. Doumergue’s 
Government and of France depends. 
M. Doumetgue considers that: the 
Prime Minister should have a legal 
place in the Constitution, thus 
strengthening the Executive. He would 
limit the Cabinet to twenty members. 
He wishes to have the power 
to extend the application of a Budget to 
the ensuing year if the new Budget has 
not been voted at the scheduled date.

POLICE CALLED 
The Army officer is stated to have 


visited the house in which the shooting 
took place during Saturday afternoon. At 
about 6.30 p.m. the Civic Guards at 
Donnybrook received a telephone message 
from neighbours of the Stokes family, and, 
on going to the house, found John Stokes 
lying dead in the hall. A revolver bullet 
—apparently fired at close range—had 
passed through his mouth. : 
According to people who heard the re- 
ports of a revolver, three shots were fired. 
On searching the premises the detectives 
found an undischarged automatic revolver 
in the room where the shooting took place. 
A second revolver, from which the fatal 
shot is believed to have been fired, has 
since been found hy the police. 


THE ARREST 


After a short time in the house a party 
of detectives left Mespil road for Beggar’s 
Bush Barracks, where Commandant 
O’Brien lives. and Detective Officer J. J. 
Ward took him in custody to Irishtown 
Civic Guard barrack. Four hours after- 
wards Superintendent -Patrick O'Connell, 
of the Detective Branch. visited the 
barrack, and, after cautioning Comman- 
dant O’Brien, charged him with the wilful 
murder of John Stokes. The accused man 
made no reply to the charge. Later he 
was transferred by police car to the 
Central Bridewell, and will appear in the 
Dublin District Court this morning. 
Commandant O’Brien has been an officer 
of the Free State National Army since its 
establishment, and in pre-treaty days 
served with the Irish Republican Army. 
He is attached to an infantry battalion at 
Portobello Barracks, Dublin.

ALLEGED THREAT 


When plaintiff denied the accusation, Daly 
attempted to strike him; but the chairman 
intervened. Subsequently he threatened to 
throw plaintiff down the stairs.

LISBURN’S NEW 
SCHOOL 


EXTRAVAGANCE DENIED 


R. BONAPARTE WYSE, Permanent 
M Secretary to the Northern Ireland 
: Ministry of Education, speaking at 
the opening of a new Central School at 
Lisburn on Saturday, defended the policy of 
the Ministry from the charge of extravagance 
frequently levelle@ against it, especially in 
connection with the provision of large, 
modern, new schools. 

He asked was it extravagant to have large, 
well-lighted class .rooms, facing south, 50 
that children would get the maximum of 
invigorating sunshine, properly heated in 
cold weather, and with cloakrooms and 
means. of cleanliness which were often lack- 
ing in their old schools.. These things .were 
‘absolutely necessary if they had any proper 
care for the welfare of the children. 

The policy of concentrating in large 
schools, he said, was saving a considerable 
amount in expenditure on teachers’ salaries— 
a saving quite sufficient to balance the cost 
of the loan charges required to pay for all 
the-new schools. In ten vears the average 
attendance at the schools had increased by 
21.000. Had there been no new buildings 
and amalgamations of schools that would 
have meant about 650 new teachers, but by 
concentrating and amalgamating the actual 
new staff required was only about 370, the 
saving representing about £70,000 annually 
in salaries. 

The big schools, he declared, also turned 
out better scholars, if ome could place any 
reliance. on examination results. In the 
competition for pupil teacherships so great 
was the preponderance of successes from the 
big schools that the Ministry might have to 
do something about it, so as not to shut out 
altogether the pupils taught in the smaller 
schools. | 

The new school, which will accommodate 
650 pupils, was opened by Miss Laura Pim, 
of Lisnagarvey, Lisburn, and Mr. Harold A. 
M. Barbour, Chairman of the Regional Com- 
mittee, presided. | 

The building has been erected at a cost ef 
about £15,000, and will replace two smaller 
. schools.

AND: NATIONALITY 


LECTURE BY LORD 
FFRENCH

A lecture on the subject ‘‘ Nationality, the 
Catholic Church and Christendom,’ was de- 
livered by Lord ffrench in Dublin yesterday 
afternoon. Mr. Jemes Cawley, barrister-at- 
law, presided. 

The Catholic Young Men’s Society, © id the 
lecturer, was now called upon by the bishops 
to take up Catholic Action. To do this pro- 
perly it was necessary to consider all questions 
in the light of the fundamental principles. of 
Christian revelation, which were entrusted by 
God to the Catholic Church. The subject 
matter he proposed to deal with was nation- 
ality, in its relation to the Catholic Church, 
and the idea of Christendom. The lecturer 
went on to say that the family was the unit 
from which nations arose. Large groups of 
families in a defined geographical area, with 
similar traditions and interests and with the 
same culture and philosophy of life, would 
constitute a nation. 

In pre-Christian times, the tendency was to- 
wards the merging of nations by force under 
one culture or outlook on life. The obvious 
case was the Roman Empire, with ‘ts Greek 
culture. Wherever the ancient Roman Empire 
spread the Greek pagan culture was estab- 
lished; but the local paganism was ‘olerated 
with a comprehensiyeness that disguised the 
main object in view, which was the worship 
of the Emperor or the State with divine 
honours. 

The Christian revelation, when the unity of 
the Roman Empire: broke down, became the 
unifying influence in substitution for Greek 
pagan culture. Ireland had never been part 
of the Roman Empire, but she quickly 
accepted the Christian revelation, and urier- 
stood it as a message to all mankind. The 
apostacies of the sixteenth century had rent 
Christendom and the subsequent infidglitios of 
vast bodies withia what were fornferly the 
Catholic nations of Europe had destroyed all 
chance of a united Christendom, unless there 
was a return to the acceptance of the 
authority of the Catholic Church. The alterna- 
tive was the new paganism—which meant, 
ultimately, an "NG “ of selfishness. Irish 
people had a responsibility in this matter, and 
should not be misled by agents of this new 
paganism—whether they came from Russia 
or England, and who offered themselves as 
apostles of a new material dispensation in 
substitution for the teachings of St. Patrick. 

Mr. Cawley, proposing a vote of thanks, 
referred to the value and importance of the 
lecture at the present time, and expressed 
the hope that Lord ffrench would be afforded 
gieater opportunity of introducing the public 
to so clear an appreciation of the Catholic 
philosophy of life. The greatest constructive 
social work of our time was, he believed, that

THE EARL OF DESART 


We announce with much regret that the 
Earl of Desart died yesterday at the age of 
eighty-six. | 

amilton John Agmendesham Cuffe, fifth 
Earl of Desart, second son of the third Earl, 
was born on Au ust 30, 1848. Edueated at 
Radley and at Prinity College, Cambridge, 
he served in the Royal Navy from 1 to 
1863. He was called to the Bar in 1872. 
Five years later he was Secretary to the Judi- 
cature Acts Commission, and ‘n 1 he was 
appointed Solicitor to the Treasury, a 
from which he retired in 1909. He had 
filled the offices of Directer of Public Prose- 
cutions and King’s Proctor, British Pleni- 
potentiary at the Naval International Con- 
ference of London (1908-9). and was a 
Pritish member of the International’ Court of 
Arbitration at The Hague. Lord Desart 
married in 1876 Lady Margaret Joan 
Lascelles, second daugnter of the fourth Earl 
of Harewood. She died in 1927. Lord 
Desart leaves no heir te the title. 

In the course of an obituary notice, 
The Times states :—Throughout the public 
service, Lord Desart was recogniséd as an 
official of strong character and great ability, 
in whom the legal affairs of the departments 
were safe, and who, in matters that came 
before him for advice, involving, as they often 
did, mixed questions of law and policy, could 
alwavs be trusted to take a broad and states- 
manlike view. He was besides, a shréwd 
man of the world, who was daily moving 
among those concerned with the larger events 
of the dav, and there were few prominent 
men in public life to whom he was not person- 
ally known. “In his own department he was 
a@ dominating personality, never shirking 
responsibility, and getting the best out of his 
staff, by’ w he was much liked. 
Among the more celebrated cases which, as 
Director of Public Prosecutions, he conducted 
for the Government may be mentioned the 
Jameson Raid case,«the prosecution -of Jabez 
Balfour, for the Liberator frauds, the Maybrick 
case, ther t Farm’ murder, the> triabeof 
Neil Cream, and “the prosecution of “Lord 
Russell for bigamy before the House of Lords. 
He was averse from invoking the criminal 
law in enforcisg private morals where it could 
be avoided. Certain classes of trials, he 
‘more harm than good, 


witnesses called before the Divorce Commis- 
sion which reported in 1912. He was under 
no illusions_as to the practical. value of his 
services as King's Proctor. ‘Over and over 
again,” he told the Commission he had felt 
that his intervention had “done more harm 
then good,” and he expressed the view that 
some seventy-five per cent. of divorces were in 
reality by consent. 


THE REV. J. CONRAN 
The death took place at St. Peter’s, Phibs- 
borough, Dublin, on Saturday morning, of 
the Rey. John Conran, C.M,, at the age of 
73, Father Conran served first at Bt. 
Patrick's College, Armagh, where he re- 
mained for five years. He was then appointed 
to Castleknock College, and spent the next 
ten years of his life there, until he was 
appointed Master of Novices at St. Patrick's 
College, Blackrock. After another twelve 
years he became Burser of St. Patrick’s 
Training College, “Dublin, later — being 
Superior to the Vincentian House in Shef- 
field. Father Conran’s last appointment was 
to St. Peter's, Phibsborough, where he died. 

MR. WALTER C. PRICE 

Mr. Walter C, Price, who died on Thurs- 
day last at his residence, Tarafal, Crowthorne, 
Berkshire, at the age of 72, was fourth son uf 
the late James Price, of Knockeevin, Grey- 
stones, and was educated at Dr. Benson's 
School and Trinity College; Dublin.

SIR ALFRED. GILBERT 


Sir Alfred Gilbert, R:A., the sculptor and 
the creator of Eros in ‘Pictadilly Circus, 
London, died in a London nursing home 
yesterday, aged 80. Sir Alfred had been ill 
since the middle of June, and during the last 
few days had been barely conscious. Sir 
Alfred attained fame chiefly as the sculptor of 
Eros, the Shaftesbury Memorial in Piccadilly 
Circus—but that fame cost him dearly. It 
resulted in a self-imposed exile of twenty years 
on the Continent and the relinquishing of his 
association in England. ‘The dispute over 
Eros reached a head in 1907, when Sir Alfred 
came into conflict with the Board (now the 
Office) of Works over plans for the statue. 
Suddenly, in disgust, he left the country and 
went to live in Wa. throwing up his com- 
missions and vowing he 
return. The following year 
his membership of the Royal Academy. 
The Academy, knowing’ that he was in want, 
granted him an annuity of £300. He never 
touched the money. , 

When the Eros controversy flared up again 
in 1925, Gilbert wrote from the Continent, 
suggesting that the statue be boiled down 
and the hundreds of pounds worth of copper 
in it used for building a shelter for the home- 
less. He returned to England in 1926, and 
finished his masterpiece, started 30 years be- 
fore—the tomb of the Duke of Clarence, 
brother of King George, in the Albert 
Memorial Chapel at Windsor, Then he began 
work on the memorial to Queen Alexandra at

APPRENTICESHIP ACT 

Under an arrangement made last August, 
and now put into operation, between the 
Government and the Irish Trade Union Con- 
gress, unemployed workers who come under 
Apprenticeship Act, Trade Boards, or other 
representative council arrangements, will be 
represented on such bodies by the National 
Executive of the [irish Trade Union Congress 
until such time as these unorganised workers 
join trade unions. 

A meeting of the first trade to become a 
‘* designated ' trade under the Apprentice- 
ship Act was held under the auspices of the 
Ministry of Industry and Commerce for the 
purpose of discussing the setting up of the 
Advisory Committee. 

Under the Act Advisory Committees are 
set up and re-elected after a given period to 
advise the Minister and to deal with ques- 
tions arising out of the application of the 

ct. 

The meeting advised that the period of 
office of the Committee should be three 
years; that there should be two appointed 
members, and that the employers and workers 
should each be represented by four members. 
In the case of the workers’ side, it was agreed 
that the National Executive of the Irish 
Trade Union Congress would represent the 
unorganised workers until -they became 
members of a trade union.

FIRST CELEBRITY 
CONCERT 


HOW GIGLI SINGS 


The organisers of the Dublin Celebrity 
Concerts did well to engage the eminent 
tenor, Gigh, for the opening concert of their 
season. ere was not a seat vacant in the 
Capitol Theatre, Dublin, on Saturday after- 
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noon, and the audi treated to some. 
very fine singing. Gigli so generally 
accepted as the outstanding Italian tenor of 


the present day that his pre-eminence cannot 
teo readily be questioned, and yet there were 
many in the big audience, who, whilst 
leased, were in some respects disappointed, 

the case of many of the older folk he definitely 
confimed the view that he is not a Caruso; 
nor, indeed, from the point of view of 
artistry is he in the same light as our own 
John McCormack; but, of his type, and 
within his limits, his work is well-nigh 
perfect He has a voice of pure and even 
quality, with such absolute control as makes 
his singing almost effortless. Generally his 
phrasing and diction were splendid, but for 
a singer of his standing the breathing should 
not have been so obvious. ) 

Although the passionate declamation of 
such old familiar arias as “On with the 
Motley” from “Pagliacci,” and “The 
Flower, Song*’ from ' Carmen’’ roused the 
audience te a storm of applause, the out- 
standing characteristic of Gigli’s singing was 
the beauty of his mezza voce. It was 
exquisite in its sustained cantabile, and 
made the singing of such an aria as “ The 
Dream ” song from Massenet’s ‘‘ Manon’”’ 
a sheer delight. Somehow his singing of 
Martini’s familiar ** Plaisir d’ameur’’ left 
one cold. it was too restrained. 


GREAT ARIA SINGING 

Up to that point, at the end of the second 
group, Gigh had to some extent left the 
audience guessing; but when, as an encore, he 
launched inte the glorious “QO Peradise,”’ 
from Meyerbeer’s “ L'Africaine,”’ he had 
his audience ir the hollow of his hand, to 
play with them a: he willed. Here was-his 
real metier, and in aria after aria he revealed 
the mastery that has made him so great an 
operatic singer. He sensed what his hearers 
wanted, and gave them of the old familiar 
vintage—' Your Tiny Hand,” from “La 
Boheme, ‘iM’ A ppari,”’ from “Martha”; “ La 
‘Za Donna e Moabile,’’ from “ Rigoletto.’’ 
They all were sung with the greatest abandon 
in the flamboyant traditional Italian style, 
tempestuous singing; in which the singer 
played about with his wonderful voice at 
sweet will, and not always as the composer 
intended. The Puccini aria, for instance, was 
dragged out in the middle phrases which 
should have gone dancing along. and in “Ón 
With the Motley,” and the “ Martha” aria 
there was the play on the old Italian trick of 
the tears in the voice, though mercifully it 
was not overdone. , 

Gigli was generous in his singing. He was 
on the programme to sing nine items, but 
with double and triple encores, he extended 
Is Songs to double that number. including 
Rachmaninoff’s “In the Silence of the Night.”
